“We 
hav e don e all we cou ld” to brin g that desired resu lt 
abou t. 
“A peacefu l Asia is far n earer to reality becau se 
of what America has don e in Vietn am . . .” 
“Let it n ev er be forgotten : Peace will come also 
becau se America sen t her son s to help secu re it.” 
Althou gh 1he Presiden t restated what he has said 
before, that peace will come on ly “when Han oi u n der­ 
stan ds "that ou r common resolv e is u n shakeable an d 
ou r common stren gth is in v in cible,” an d althou gh he 
warn ed that “the Un ited States will n ot accept a fake 
solu tion to this lon g an d ardu ou s stru ggle an d call it 
peace,” there was a n otable absen ce of the fire that 
Characterized all his prev iou s speeches. 
There was n o promise that “we shall persev ere, 
we shall prev ail,” n o pledge to brin g home a coon skin 
to n ail to the wall. 
On the con trary , we are de-escalatin g—in sofar as 
Is con sisten t with the safety an d secu rity of ou r armed 
forces an d those of Sou th Vietn am. 
Clearly , the immediate cou rse of the war is u p to 
Han oi. An d, by in feren ce, failin g an y peace in itiativ es 
on the Commu n ists’ part, its u ltimate cou rse will be 
u p to whoev er su cceeds John son in Nov ember. 
If peace has n ot come by then , It will be u p to the 
tiow presiden t, reflectin g the will of American people, 
to decide what n ex t to do—whether to con tin u e to pu r­ 
su e this n ation ’s u n ilateral de-escalation , to rev erse it 
or to try for some other solu tion . 
In the mean time, Presiden t John son , obv iou sly 
deeply con sciou s of the su fferin g, pain an d misgiv in gs 
the war has brou ght in its train , will dev ote his re­ 
main in g mon ths in office to a fu ll-time en deav or to 
Secu re the ju st an d hon orable peace that has been so 
elu siv e for so man y y ears.

WASHINGTON — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has put princi­ 
ple abov e personal ambition. 
In a mag nificent display of 
patriotism, he has asked the 
American people to unite be­ 
hind a constructiv e policy to 
sav e not only Vietnam but 
the 
other 
nations 
of 
the 
world as well as the United 
Sta tes from the threats of 
Communist imperialism. 
Whether the Hanoi Gov ­ 
ernment and its sponsors— 
the Sov iet Union and Red 
China — accept rig ht away 
Mr. Johnson’s sincere pro­ 
posals for a peace neg otia­ 
tion, the air at least has been 
cleared. 
The world 
knows 
that the United States g en­ 
uinely wants an end to the 
war but also that it does not 
intend to seek “ peace at any 
price.” 
By withdrawing from the 
presidential race, Mr. John­ 
son, 
in 
effect, 
puts 
the 
American people as well as 
all the candidates of both 
parties 
on 
the 
spot. 
The 
President’s peace plan now 
will be considered on its mer­ 
its 
and will be separated 
from the political campaig n— 
a fortunate dev v elopment at 
a critical time in American 
history . 
Why did the President an­ 
nounce that he would not ac­ 
cept re-nomination ? He prob­ 
ably was influenced by a v ar­ 
iety of reasons. Fiv e y ears 
and two months in the Presi­ 
dency is a long time for any 
man to bear the burdens of 
the W hite House nowaday s, 
especially 
with 
his 
health 
record. Also, no matter how 
earnest he mig ht hav e been 
in his campaig ning , he would 
hav e been handicapped in dis­ 
cussing 
the 
Vietnam war. 


Much of what he would he 
say ing would be discounted 
as hav ing a political motiv a­ 
tion. 
If 
Bobby 
Kennedy had 
defeated Mr. Johnson for the 
nomination, 
it would hav e 
been humiliating for LBJ. If 
both Senator McCarthy and 
Senator Kennedy were de­ 
priv ed 
of 
the 
nomination 
after a bitter contest with 
the President, the disunity in 
the party would hav e hurt 
Ly ndon Johnson’s chances of 
re-election. If Vice President 
Humphrey becomes the presi­ 
dential nominee is elected, it 
will be a v indication for Ly n­ 
don Johnson. So. all in all, 
the President decided on a 
course of self-denial—and one 
which will g iv e him a disting ­ 
uished place in history . 
There are people on Capitol 
Hill who are still skeptical. 
They think that the presi­ 
dent <— if he has a lucky 
break and the war in Viet­ 
nam is ended — will chang e 
his mind and accept a “ draft” 
at the Democratic conv ention 
in Aug ust. But the chances 
are that LBJ, while flattered 
by such a dev elopment, would 
really prefer after 37 y ears 
of public serv ice to retire. 
Who will win at the two 
national conv entions? Assum­ 
ing that the Johnson proposals 
on Vietnam meet with public 
approv al, it is likely that Vice 
President Humphrey will be 
the beneficiary , and he un­ 
doubtedly will hav e the sup­ 
port of the Johnson wing of 
the Democratic party . 
As for the Republican nomi­ 
nation, former Vice President 
Nix on now will find himself 
mov ing more and more to­ 
ward the Johnson position on 
the Vietnam question and will 
hav e to concentrate on do-

that must be faced not only 
by the nations in Asia but by 
the other powers around the 
"g lobe if prog ress is to be 
made toward world peace. 
President Johnson’s speech 
on Sunday nig ht will be wide­ 
ly supported by World opinion. 
It could furnish the basjs at 
last for a ,rea l, neg otiation be­ 
tween the adv ersaries in the 
Vietnam War.

Democrat 
from 
Loui­ 
siana. whose family owns sev ­ 
eral 
million 
dollars’ 
worth 
of offshore oil leases in the 
Gulf of Mex ico. 
Tog ether 
they 
formed 
a 
cabal which threatens to re­ 
peat the old log rolling fiasco 
ot the Hoov er administration 
when the Smoot-Hawley Tariff 
Act was put across on an un­ 
suspecting public. This ended 
in demolishing A m e r i c a n 
trade. It was one important 
factor which broug ht on the 
Great Depression. 
The 
handsome 
Holling s. 
representing Southern tex tile 
manufacturers, s u d d e n l y 
tacked the tex tile import quo­ 
ta prov ision on the fiscal bill 
continuing telephone and au­ 
tomobile ex cise tax es. 
Hol­ 
ling s had done a lot of ad 
v ance 
spadework. 
The 
bill 
shot throug h the Senate 55 
to 31. 
Administration S e n a t o r s 
were taken completely by sur­ 
prise. 
The 
tex tile 
industry 
has 
suffered no pain in 
recent 
y ears. Between 1961 and 1966, 
its sales jumped from $13.4 
billion 
to 
$19 .5 
billion. 
Its 
profits zoomed from $28 0 mil­ 
lion to $700 million in the 
same period. 
•During the two-y ear period 
from 1965 to 1967 there was 
an increase in tex tiles employ ­ 
ment 
despite 
g reatly 
in­ 
creased automation. 
Nev ertheless. 
Senate 
log - 
rollers had their way . 
Other Log -Rollers 
Sitting in the Senate wing s 
was adroit, able Eddie Mc­ 
Cormack, nephew of Speaker

McCormack, 
and for­ 
mer Attorney General of Mas­ 


sachusetts. He is the No. 1 
mastermind of the steel lobby . 
Working with him was Sena­ 
tor Hartke, who has contrib­ 
uted 
constructiv e 
ideas 
to­ 
ward peace and usually has 
been a champion of the con­ 
sumers. 
Howere. 
big 
steel — Beth­ 
lehem. Inland. U. S. Steel— 
has plants and loading facili­ 
ties on the Lake Michig an 
shore of Indiana. Hartke has 
become the spearhead of the 
lobby to put quotas on steel 
imports. 
Simutaneously . Sen. Russell 
Long spearheads the lobby for 
oil. Russell’s family is the 
chief stockholder in the Win- 
or-Lose Oil Company with mil­ 
lions inv ested in Louisiana oil. 
These three Senators hav e 
corralled 
eng oug h 
v otes 
among oil. steel and tex tile 
Senators to ov erride the fact 
that today the United States 
ex ports $4 billion rpore than it 
♦imports, and the warning that 
American farmers would be 
seriously hurt first if import 
quotas are placed on tex tiles, 
steel and oil. Foreig n coun­ 
tries would retaliate immedi­ 
ately . 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Fowler has also warned 
that the import quotas would 
jeopardize 
our 
balance 
of 
trade and further hurt the dol­ 
lar. 
The National Retail Mer­ 
chants Association has warned 
that the quotas would lead to 
substantial price increases for 
the American public. 
Nev ertheless, the log -rolling 
combine in Cong ress so far 
has g ot its way . 
Quiet Canadian Democracy 
In contrast to the barn­ 
storming and bally hoo ov er 
choosing the nex t U. S. Presi­ 
dent. Canada will select a new 
Prime 
Minister 
nex t week­ 
end in comparativ e quiet. 
Technically , 
the 
Liberal 
party will simply replace its 
retiring leader, 
Prime 
Min­ 
ister Lester Pearson, with a 
new party chieftain. Because 
the Liberal party is in power, 
the successor will automati­ 
cally take ov er as Prime Min­ 
ister without the fuss of a na­ 
tional election.

President Johnson’s lig htning - 
stroke announcement of his 
intent not to run in 1968 g iv es 
the supreme adv antag e to Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy for the 
Democratic nomination. This 
does not presag e a wholly new 
fig ht 
with 
Vice ’ President 
Humphrey as the President’s 
stand-in. 
A quick check of key Demo­ 
cratic sources discloses little 
serious talk of Humphrey as a 
1968 prospect. 
His once-broad support in 
the party ’s potent liberal wing 
has been heav ily eroded dur­ 
ing 
his y ea r’s 
as 
faithful- 
spokesman for the President. 
Humphrey is a v iv id sy m­ 
bol of the v ery Johnson poli­ 
cies 
on 
the 
Vietnam 
war 
which the President himself 
acknowledg es 
h a v e 
been 
g rav ely div isiv e. At the heart 
of his decision not to run was 
the ex pressed wish to see this 
div isiv eness ended. To pro­ 
mote and adv ocate Humphrey 
would be to continue it. 
As 
he made 
his 
historic 
declaration, matched only by 
President 
Truman’s 
similar 
statement in the early spring 
of 1952, the President had a 
clear reading from his politi­ 
cal adv isers on how serious a 
threat Robert Kennedy 's can­ 
didacy represented to his re­ 
nomination. 
That’threat was larg e from 
the outset of Kennedy ’s entry 
into the race on March 16. 
Kennedy ’s 
impressiv e 
cam­ 
paig n swath throug h 15 states 
in 2Vi weeks mag nified the 
; threat many times. 
Thus the 
President could 
hav e had no illusions, upon 
the occasion of his announce­ 
ment, that he was doing any ­ 
thing hut clearing the road for 
Kennedy . 
Some 
Democrats 
queried 
after the Johnson announce­ 
ment insisted that he will “ do 
ev ery thing he can” to pre­ 
v ent Kennedy ’s nomination. 
But. 
the 
indications 
are 
heav ily ag ainst them. 
Not only does his announce­ 
ment posture make an effort 
for 
Humphrey unlikely , but 
had he wanted to aid Ken­ 
nedy ’s chief activ e riv al, Sen. 
Eug ene McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota. the President obv iously 
would hav e waited until after 
the Wisconsin primary results. 
McCarthy ’s showing ag ainst 
noncandidate Johnson will now 
be discounted. Some of the 
shine is rubbed off. It hardly 
seems a presidential tactic de­ 
sig ned 
to 
assist 
Kennedy 's 
only presently v isible compet- 
tion. 
The 
President 
is 
fully 
aware, of course, of opinion 
polls which showr McCarthy 
running a weak third in the 
crucial California race, where 
172 deleg ates (two others are 
already chosen) are up as the 
prize in the June 4 primary . 
Nor are McCarthy ’s prospect 
materially brig hter in. such 
other upcoming primary tests 
as those in Indiana, Nebraska 
and Oreg on. 
Key Democratic fig ures in 
the big states with hug e dele­ 


g ate v otes hav e shown slig ht 
interest in McCarthy ’s candi­ 
dacy ., Many in Pennsy lv ania, 
Ohio, Illinois and elsewhere, 
hav e stay ed firmly loy al to 
the President. They are now 
released from that bond, and 
all sig ns sug g est that—with 
v ary ing deg rees of speed— 
they will mov e toward Ken­ 
nedy as the candidate most 
likely to mov e the electorate 
and win the Nov ember elec­ 
tion. 
A top Republican politician, 
whose judg ments are hig hly 
reg arded, g reeted the Johnson 
pull-out with his own fiat dec­ 
laration: 
“ The choice will now be 
Kennedy .” 
With the President confid­ 
ing in so few persons, it may 
be a considerable time before 
any one will know with full 


/ 
authority what processes of 
reasoning and feeling took him 
to his dramatic decision. Until 
then, only speculation can fill 
the g ap. 
Whatev er 
weariness 
and 
trauma he may hav e felt as 
the result of the pounding 
g iv en him by clamoring crit­ 
ics of his Vietnam policies, it 
is also plain that he has nev er 
felt at home in the politics of 
the presidency , did little to 
master it, and was discov ering 
in these last weeks that tho 
cost of this neg lect was im­ 
mense ev en among such com­ 
mitted supporters as those he 
had in larg e number in the 
ranks of labor. 
At this moment of g reatest 
personal trial, he was g etting 
lip serv ice loy alty from many 
quarters, but heartfelt backing 
almost nowhere in the nation.

There was a curious lone to President Johnson’s 
address to Hie nation on Vietnam, something that 
would have gone unremarked had he not concluded 
with his surprise announcement that he would not 


Seek nor accept his party’s nomination for a second 
term. 
' ; y 
. 
In the light of that startling decision, a re-reading 
of his words discloses a sighificaht emphasis oh the 
past tense—on what w e'“have done,” on what our 
national goals “have been.” 
'The larger purpose of our involvement (in Viet­ 
nam) has always been to help the nations of South­ 
east Asia become independent, self-sustaining members 
of the world community,” said the President. “We 
have done all we could” to bring that desired result 
about. 
“A peaceful Asia is far nearer to reality because 
of what America has done in Vietnam . . 
“Let it never lie forgotten: Peace will come also 
because America sent her sons to help secure it.” 
Although the President restated what he has said 
before, that peace will come only “when Hanoi under­ 
stands that our common resolve is unshakeable and 
our common strength is invincible,” and although he 
Warned that “the United States will not accept a fake 
solution to this long and arduous struggle and call it 
peace,” there was a notable absence of the fire that 
characterized all his previous speeches. 
There was no promise that “we shall persevere, 
we shall prevail,” no pledge to bring home a coonskin 
to nail to the wall, 
On the contrary, we are de-escalating—insofar as 
Is consistent with the safety and security of our armed 
forces and those of South Vietnam. 
Clearly, the immediate course of the war is up to 
Hanoi. And, by inference, failing any peace initiatives 
on the Communists’ part, its ultimate course will be 
up to whoever succeeds Johnson in November. 
If peace has not dome bv then, it will be up to the 
new president, reflecting the will of American people, 
to decide what next to do—whether to continue to pur- 
^ 
0 
sue this nation’s unilateral de-escalation, to reverse it 
or to try for some other solution. 
In the meantime, President Johnson, obviously 
deeply conscious of the suffering, pain and misgivings 
the war has brought in its train, will devote his re­ 
maining months in office to a full-time endeavor to 
Secure the just and honorable peace that has been so 
elusive for so many years. He has designated repre­ 
sentatives who are ready for talks, at any suitable 
place, “just as soon as Hanoi agrees to a conference.” 
The big question is whether this latest offer from 
the President, even coupled with the announcement 
of his coming retirement, will inspire any kind of 
hopeful response from the men in Hanoi, or whether 
we are merely witnessing the beginning of a strange 
new chapter in a struggle that seems to have, no end. 


It comes as a shock to learn that the government 
has set aside SIO million to fight sUuvation and mal­ 
nutrition. Halt thus money will be used immediately 
for food and medical attention in 256 deprived coun­ 
ties in 21 states. The half-starved young fashion- 
followers and dieters in the affluent counties need 
this help too. Or some stiff lectures on health. 


Senator Russell B. Long, chaiiman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, predicts a general tax rise, not 
just a surcharge tax this year. He said the surcharge 
idea makes you mad twice—once when you have to 
calculate it, and second when you see the result. Also, 
it hits all alike, whereas the geneial tax would be grad­ 
uated according to means.

WASHINGTON — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has put princi­ 
ple above personal ambition. 
In a magnificent display of 
patriotism , he has asked the 
American people to unite be­ 
hind a constructive policy to 
save not only Vietnam but 
the 
other 
nations 
of 
the 
world as well as the United 
States from the th reats o f. 
Communist imperialism. 
W hether the Hanoi Gov-, 
em inent and its sponsors— 
the Soviet Union and Red 
China — accept right away 
Mr. Johnson’s sincere pro­ 
posals for a peace negotia­ 
tion, the air at least has been 
cleared. 
H ie world 
knows 
th at the United States gen­ 
uinely w ants an end to the 
w ar but also that it does not 
intend to seek ‘ peace a t any 
price.” 
By withdrawing from the 
presidential race, Mr. John­ 
son, 
in 
effect, 
puts 
the 
American people as well as 
all the candidates of both 
parties 
on 
the 
spot. 
The 
President's peace plan now 
will be considered on its m er­ 
its 
and will be separated 
from the political campaign- - 
a fortunate developm ent at 
a critical time in American 
history. 
W hy did the President an­ 
nounce th at he would not ac­ 
cept re-nom ination? He prob­ 
ably was influenced by a var­ 
iety of reasons. Five years 
ana two months in the Presi­ 
dency is a long time for any 
m an to bear the burdens of 
the W hite House nowadays, 
especially 
with 
his 
health 
record. Also, no m atter how 
earnest he might have been 
in his campaigning, he would 
have been handicapped in .dis­ 
cussing 
the 
Vietnam w ar. 


Much of w hat he would he 
saying would be discounted 
as having a political motiva­ 
tion. 
If 
Bobby 
Kennedy had 
defeated Mr. Johnson for the 
nomination, 
it would 
have 
been humiliating for LBJ. If 
both Senator McCarthy and 
Senator Kennedy were de­ 
prived 
of 
the 
nomination 
after a bitter contest with 
the President, the disunity in 
the party would have hurt 
Lyndon Johnson's chances of 
re-election. If Vice President 
Hum phrey becomes the presi­ 
dential nominee is elected, it 
will be a vindication for Lyn­ 
don Johnson. So, all in all, 
the President decided on a 
course of self-denial—and one 
which will give him a disting­ 
uished place in history. 
There are people on Capitol 
Hill wbo are still skeptical. 
They think that the presi­ 
dent J— if he has a lucky 
break and the war in Viet­ 
nam is ended — will change 
his mind and accept a “ draft" 
at the Democratic convention 
in August. But the chances 
are that LBJ, while flattered 
by such a development, would 
really prefer after 37 years 
of public service to retire. 
Who will win at the two 
national conventions? Assum­ 
ing that the Johnson proposals 
on Vietnam meet with public 
approval, it is likely that Vice 
President Humphrey will be 
the beneficiary, and he un­ 
doubtedly will have the sup­ 
port of the Johnson wing of 
the Democratic party. 
As for the Republican nomi­ 
nation, former Vice President 
Nixon now will find himself 
moving more and more to­ 
ward the Johnson position on 
the Vietnam question and will 
have to concentrate on do­ 


mestic issues in order to win 
the election. Governor Rocke­ 
feller could be "drafted.” He, 
however, would also have to 
come up with program s in in­ 
ternal problems that are bet­ 
ter than those of Mr. Nixon. 
For hereafter, so far as poli­ 
tics is concerned, the debate 
on 
international 
questions 
may become secondary. 
The Hanoi government will 
seem for awhile to be nega­ 
tive 
about 
the 
President's 
proposals. But pressure from 
G reat Britain and other coun­ 
tries will be exerted in a de 
term ined attem pt to line up 
Moscow on the side of some 
kind of peace negotiation —• 
perhaps like the parleys which 
ended the Korean war. 
Meanwhile. Am erica's poli­ 
cy in Vietnam will gradually 
be focused on strengthening 
the Vitenamese arm y so that 
fewer and 
fewer 
American 
troops will he involvd. lf this 
is done and it begins to look 
like 
a 
prolonged 
conflict, 
North Vietnam may hav6 sec­ 
ond thoughts about ignoring 
the Johnspn peace plan. 
Certainly 
President 
John­ 
son has made a wise move in 
centering world attention on 
ways. of settling the Vietnam 
War. Peoples everywhere will 
soon learn that America is not 
presenting barriers to peace 
in southeast Asia. It is the

Senate Cabal Tries to Fix 
Textile, Steel Import Quotas 


WASHINGTON - Three key 
Senators last week formed a 
backstage, high-powered log­ 
rolling 
team to fix import 
quotas on textiles, steel and 
oil before the American pub­ 
lic woke up to what was 
happening. 
The three Senators were: 
Ernest 
Rollings, 
freshman 
Democrat from South Caro­ 
lina: Vance Hartke, the dov­ 
ish Democrat from Indiana: 
and Russell Long, the ebul­ 
lient 
Democrat 
from 
Loui­ 
siana, whose family owns sev­ 
eral 
million 
dollars' 
worth 
of offshore oil leases in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
Together 
they 
formed 
a 
cabal which threatens to re­ 
peat the old log-rolling fiasco 
of the Hoover administration 
wheil the Smoot-Hawley Tariff 
Act was put across on an un­ 
suspecting public. This ended 
in demolishing A m e r i c a n 
trade. It was one important 
factor which brought on the 
Great Depression. 
The 
handsome 
Hollings, 
representing Southern textile 
m anufacturers, 
s u d d e n l y 
tacked the textile import quo­ 
ta provision on the fiscal bill 
continuing telephone and au­ 
tomobile excise taxes. 
Hol­ 
lings had done a lot of ad 
Vance 
spadework. 
The 
bill 
shot through the Senate 55 
to 31. 
Administration S e n a t o r s 
were taken completely by sur­ 
prise. 
The 
textile 
industry 
has 
suffered no pain in recent 
years. Between 1961 and 1966. 
its sales jumped from $13.4 
billion 
to 
$19.5 
billion. 
Its 
profits zoomed from $280 mil­ 
lion to $700 million in the 
sam e period. 
•During the two-year period 
from 1965 to 1967 there was 
an increase in textiles employ­ 
m ent 
despite 
greatly 
in­ 
creased automation. 
Nevertheless, 
Senate 
log- 
rollers had their way. 
Other Log-Rollers 
Sitting in the Senate wings 
was adroit, able Eddie Mc­ 
Cormack, nephew of Speaker 
John 
McCormack, 
and for­ 
m er Attorney General of Mas­ 


sachusetts. He is the No. I 
m asterm ind of the steel lobby. 
Working with him was Sena­ 
tor Hartke, who has contrib­ 
uted 
constructive 
ideas 
to­ 
ward peace and usually has 
been a champion of the con­ 
sumers. 
Howere, 
big 
steel — Beth­ 
lehem, Inland. U. S. Steel— 
has plants and loading facili­ 
ties on the Lake Michigan 
shore of Indiana. Hartke has 
become the spearhead of the 
lobby to put quotas on steel 
imports. 
Simutaneously, Sen. Russell 
Long spearheads the lobby for 
oil. Russell’s family is the 
chief stockholder in the Win- 
or-Lose Oil Company with mil­ 
lions invested in Louisiana oil. 
These three Senators have 
corralled 
engough 
votes 
among off, steel and textile 
Senators to override the fact 
that today the United States 
exports $4 billion more than it 
'im ports, and the warning that 
American farm ers would be 
seriously hurt first if import 
quotas are placed on textiles, 
steel and oil. Foreign coun­ 
tries would retaliate immedi­ 
ately. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Fowler has also warned 
that the import quotas would 
jeopardize 
our 
balance 
of 
trade and further hurt the dol­ 
lar. 
The National Retail Mer­ 
chants Association has warned 
that the quotas would lead to 
substantial price increases for 
the American public. 
Nevertheless, the log-rolling 
combine in Congress so far 
has got Its way, 
Quiet Canadian Democracy 
In contrast to the barn­ 
storming and ballyhoo over 
choosing the next U. S. Presi­ 
dent, Canada will select a new 
Prim e 
Minister 
next week­ 
end in com parative quiet. 
Technically, 
the 
Liberal 
party will simply replace its 
retiring leader, 
Prim e 
Min­ 
ister Lester Pearson, with a 
new party chieftain. Because 
the Liberal party is in power, 
the successor will automati­ 
cally take over as Prim e Min­ 
ister without the fuss of a na­ 
tional election.

But like Bobby, he may 
need more seasoning before 
he is qualified to take over the 
government. 
Therefore, the Liberals are 
more likely to turn to the vet­ 
eran. 
scholarly 
Minister of 
External Affairs, Paul Mar­ 
tin, who has a greater claim 
on the party. Trudeau's head­ 
line appeal and M artin's solid 
party base make them the 
front runners. 
By tradition, It is also a 
French-Canadian's 
turn 
at 
leadership. Both Trudeau and 
Martin are bilingual and come 
from French-Canadian stock. 
Two Anglo-Saxons. Minister 
of Transport Paul Hellyer and 
Minister of Trade Robert Win­ 
ters. also have large follow­ 
ings. Winters, a form er busi­ 
nessman, preaches “ fiscal in­ 
tegrity,” which appeals to the 
conservatives in 
his party. 
There are seven other candi­ 
dates. all well qualified 
Best /juess *s that the quiet 
ly able Martin will come out

His selection would be 
reassuring to Washington, for 
Martin has lived most of his 
life in Windsor, opposite De­ 
troit, and has had many cop 
ferences with the State De­ 
partment.

President Johnson’s lightning- 
stroke announcement of his 
intent not to run in 1968 gives 
the supreme advantage to Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy for the 
Dcmoqgatic nomination. This 
does not presage a wholly new

with 
Vice 
President 
Humphrey as the President's 
stand-in. 
A quick check of key Demo­ 
cratic sources discloses little 
serious talk of Humphrey as a 
1968 prospect. 
His once-broad support in 
the party's potent liberal wing 
has been heavily eroded dur­ 
ing 
his year's as 
faithful- 
spokesman for the President. 
Humphrey is a vivid sym­ 
bol of the Very Johnson poli­ 
cies 
on 
the 
Vietnam 
war 
which the President himself 
acknowledges 
h a v e 
been 
gravely divisive. At the heart 
of his decision not to run was 
the expressed wish to see this 
divisiveness ended. To pro­ 
mote and advocate Humphrey 
would be to continue it. f 
As 
he made 
his 
historic 
declaration, matched only by 
I*resident 
Trum an's 
sim ilar 
statem ent in the early spring 
of 1952, the President had a 
clear reading from his politi­ 
cal advisers on how serious a 
threat Robert Kennedy's can­ 
didacy represented to his re­ 
nomination. 
T h at‘threat was large from 
the outset of Kennedy’s entry 
into the race on March 16. 
Kennedy's 
impressive 
cam ­ 
paign swath through 15 states 
in 2 Vs weeks magnified the 
. threat many times. 
Thus the President could 
have had no illusions, upon 
the occasion of his announce­ 
ment, that he was doing any­ 
thing hut clearing the road for 
Kennedy. 
Some 
Democrats 
queried 
after the Johnson announce­ 
m ent insisted that he will “do 
everything he can" to pre­ 
vent Kennedy’s nomination. 
But. 
the 
indications 
are 
heavily against them. 
Not only does hit announce­ 
m ent posture m ake an effort 
for 
Humphrey unlikely, but 
had he wanted to aid Ken­ 
nedy's chief active rival. Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota, the President obviously 
would have waited until after 
the Wisconsin prim ary results. 
McCarthy’s showing against 
noncandidate Johnson will now 
be discounted. Some of the 
shine is rubbed off. It hardly 
seems a presidential tactic de­ 
signed 
to assist 
Kennedy's 
only presently visible compet- 
tion. 
The 
President 
is 
fully 
aware, of course, of opinion 
potls which show McCarthy 
running a weak third in the 
crucial California race, where 
172 delegates (two others are 
already chosen) are up as the 
prize in the June 4 primary. 
Nor are M cCarthy's prospect 
m aterially brighter in. such 
other upcoming prim ary tests 
as those in Indiana. Nebraska 
and Oregon. 
Key Democratic figures in 
Uiv Ug states VY iii j huge dele­ 


gate votes have shown slight 
interest in McCarthy’s candi­ 
dacy., Many in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois and elsewhere, 
have stayed firmly loyal to 
the President. They are now 
released from that bond, and 
all signs suggest that—with 
varying degrees of speed— 
they will move toward Ken­ 
nedy as the candidate mort 
likely to move the electorate 
and win the November elec­ 
tion. 
A top Republican politician, 
whose judgments are highly 
regarded, greeted the Johnson 
pull-out with his own flat dec­ 
laration: 
“ The choice will now be 
Kennedy ” 
With the President confid­ 
ing in so few persons, it may 
be a considerable time before 
anyone will know with full 


authority what processes of 
reasoning and feeling took him 
to his dram atic decision. Until 
then, only speculation can fill 
the gap. 
Whatever 
weariness 
and 
traum a he may have felt as 
the result of the pounding 
given him by clamoring crit­ 
ics of his Vietnam policies, it 
is also plain that he has never 
felt at home in the politics of 
the presidency, did little ta 
m aster it, and was discovering 
in these last weeks that the 
cost of this neglect was im­ 
mense even among such com­ 
mitted supporters as those ha 
had in large number in the 
ranks of labor. 
At this moment of greatest 
personal trial, he was getting 
lip service loyalty from many 
quarters, but heartfelt backing 
almost nowhere in the nation.

The increasing threat of

What happens will hav e a 
profou nd effect u pon the fu ­ 
tu re of this cou ntry . At stake 
is one of the most American 
of traditions — the pecu liar 
ritu al of choosing a political 
p arty ’s candidate for p resi­ 
dent. 
If this process is disru pted 
or permitted only by the 
weight of armed force, the 
v ery breath of democracy will 
hav e been choked. 
Tested Tro ubled Waters 
This rep orter sp ent weeks 
testing the trou bled waters. 
Blu nt talks were held with 
antiwar 
p rotesters, 
bitter 
black militants, street gang 
leaders. Their v iews and their 
threats were matched against 
intelligence gained by gov ­ 
ernment and police agents. 
The conclu sion is inescap­ 
able. The fu se has been lit. 
Whether it will be snu ffed ou t 
before the Democrats nomi­ 
nate their standard bearer 
can not be answered. Bu t

Up to a million persons 
are ex pected to descend u pon 
Chicago to demonstrate in one 
way or another against the 
foreign and domestic policies 
of the Johnson administra­ 
tion.

A riot cou ld doom the con­ 
v ention. 
Antiwar p rotesters are hard 
at work organizing a national 
coalition of more than 200 
peace grou ps to spearhead 
the 
conv ention 
demonstra­ 
tions. 
Coalition leaders, it was 
learned, are stu dy ing fou r 
possible approaches for Au ­ 
gu st '68 . One wou ld be aimed 
at all-ou t disru ption of the 
conv ention bu t it has few ad­ 
herents. 
Electo ral Alternativ e 
Another plan is an electoral 
alternativ e which wou ld call 
for the coalition to set u p a 
cou nterconv ention to create a 
peace ticket. 
Some p l a nne r s believ e 
peace grou ps shou ld stay ou t 
of Chicago in Au gu st. They 
charge President Johnson and 
the Democratic p arty wou ld 
“welcome 
a 
bloodbath” in 
Chicago. 
Their reasoning is that law 
and order will be the major 
domestic issu e in the p resi­ 
dential campaign and that if 
Democratic May or Richard J. 
Daley u ses force to pu t down 
protesters at a Democratic 
conv ention, this will prov e 
that the Democrats will not 
stand for crime and disorder 
in the streets. 
The approach which, in­ 
siders say , has the best pos­ 
sibility of acceptance wou ld 
featu re ’’disciplined, co-ordi­ 
nated demonstrations.” 
Dencentralized 
demonstra­ 
tions wou ld be held across the 
city du ring the conv ention u n­ 
der this plan. On the first day 
of the conv ention, protests 
wou ld focu s on the crisis of 
the cities and dozens of dem­ 


onstrations wou ld be held at 
welfare offices, schools, u rban 
renewal offices and similar lo­ 
cations. 
The conv ention's second day 
wou ld be marked by scattered 
protests against the war. They 
wou ld be held at indu ction 
centers, draft boards, and at 
the federal bfiilding. 
Massiv e ‘Funeral’ March 
Some 5 0,000 persons wou ld 
p articip ate in these actions 
bu t, on the day the candidate 
is nominated, a massiv e '‘fu n­ 
eral” march on the amphi­ 
theater wou ld be held. Some 
half-million p e r s o ns wou ld 
join the procession to be cli­ 
max ed by the "bu rial of the 
Democratic p arty .” 
"We will be try ing to con­ 
du ct peacefu l p rotests at all 
times.” a top planner told this 
rep orter. "Bu t, of cou rse, we 
will not hav e complete con­ 
trol ov er the throngs." 
He admitted the possibility 
of v iolence if cou nterdemon­ 
strators "start 
something.” 
Bu t this is not his biggest 
worry . 
“What really concerns u s is 
that there may be paid pro- 
v o c a t e u r s infiltrating ou r 
grou p, hired to start trou ble.” 
he said. 
If this happens, it will be 
nothing new. Du ring concerted 
civ il rights marches in Chica­ 
go two su mmers ago, march 
leaders had to pu ll a lou d­ 
mou thed agitator ou t of line. 
He tu rned ou t to be a police­ 
man.

o n new family bu dgets. 
Tho miR J. McArdle, region­ 
al directo r o f the U. S. Bu reau 
o f Labo r Statistics, said today 
that the gov ernment is pre­ 
paring estimates of the cost 
o f three new bu dgets: 
Abo v e the moderate stan­ 
dard fo r a family of fou r;.be­ 
lo w the standard for the fou r; 
and fo r a retired cou ple. 
The 
gov ernment 
recently 
said that $9,191 a y ear was 
needed for a ramiiy of fou r 
fo r a moderate liv ing stan­ 
dard in Urban areas; $9,376 


in Metropolitan areas, and 
$8,366 in smaller cities. 
The 
standard 
family for 
those bu dgets were a hu s­ 
band, age 38. who was an ex ­ 
perienced 
worker 
with 
15 
y ears of marriage; a wife 
who has no ou tside job; a son, 
13, and a dau ghter, 8. 
In 1963, a pov erty line of 
$3,000 a y ear income was 
figu red ou t, bu t the gov ern­ 
ment denied it had any thing 
to do with it. 
The 
AFL-CIO 
long 
has 
scoffed at the $3,000 figu re 
and forecasts that $4,000 to 
$5 ,000 will be the new pov erty 
lev el. 
At the new minimu m wage 
of $1.60 an hou r, a workers 
income at 40 hou rs a week 
wou ld he $3,328 a y ear. 


Ru dolph Oswald, an econo­ 
mist in the AFL-CIO’s re­ 
search department, charged 
that the city worker’s family 
bu dget of $9,376 omits some 
"c o m m o r and necessary 
costs.” 
He noted that the av erage 
factory worker earns abou t 
$114 a week, or abou t $5 ,900 
a y ear. 
He also noted that only 
abou t half of American fam- 
i1ie« —In which head of the 
family works fu ll time in his 
prime working life, between 
35 and 44—hav e an income of 
• $9,000 or more a y ear. 
Oswald said that the gov ern­ 
ment’s bu dget prov ides for the 
hu sband's pu rchase of a y ear- 
rq pnd su it once ev ery fou r 
y ears. It also prov ides for the 


purchase o f a two -y ear-o ld 
u sed car ev ery fou r y ears, he 
added. 
Oswald complained that the 
bu dget contained nothing for 
carry ing charges, when more 
workers are bu y ing more on 
instalments. He also said that 
the bu dget allows nothing for 
sav ings and for the college 
edu cation of the children. 
The gov ernment’s bu dget 
listed 22.6 per cent for food; 
26.8 per cent for hou sing costs 
and fu rnitu re, telev ision and 
radio sets, and appliances; 
lOVi per cent for clothes and 
personal care; 5 1/10 per cent 
for medical-dental care; 2.9 
per cent for Social Secu rity 
and 11 per cent for other 
tax es, among the major ex ­ 
penses.

CHICAGO — 
(NEA) — 
For Chicago, today’s thunder 
is tomorrow’s storm. 
Ominous warnings are rum­ 
bling through this city as 
Americans wonder what will 
happen in Chicago before and 
during the Democratic na­ 
tional convention in August. 
According to rumors, power 
lines 
to the International 
Amphitheater, site of the con­ 
vention, 
will 
be 
bombed. 
Threats have been made by 
Mack power advocates that 
the city will be blacked out 
during the convention and 
that hotels will be dynamited. 
Police, who are not taking 
these warnings lightly, are 
even running down an under­ 
ground report that IO pounds 
of the mind-bending drug 
LSD will be dumped into 
Lake Michigan’s water in­ 
take "to send the whole city 
on a trip.” 
Tile increasing threat of 


massive violence hangs men­ 
acingly over the city. 
What happens will have a 
profound effect upon the fu­ 
ture of this country. At stake 
is one of the moat American 
of traditions — the peculiar 
ritual of choosing a political 
party’s candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
If this process is disrupted 
or permitted only by the 
weight of armed force, the 
very breath of democracy will 
have been choked. 
Tested Troubled Waters 
This reporter spent weeks 
testing the troubled waters. 
Blunt talks were held with 
antiwar 
protesters, 
bitter 
black militants, street gang 
leaders. Their views and their 
threats were matched against 
intelligence gained by gov­ 
ernment and police agents. 
The conclusion is inescap 
able. The fuse has been lit. 
Whether it will be snuffed out 
before the Democrats nomi­ 
nate their standard bearer 
can not be answered. But 
these 
conclusions 
can

drawn at this writing: 
Up to a million persons 
are expected to descend upon 
Chicago to demonstrate in one 
way or another against the 
foreign and domestic policies 
of the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
Efforts will be made be­ 
fore the August convention to 
"heat up" the city to the 
Bint that delegates will be at 
ist apprehensive about com­ 
ing to Chicago.

A riot could doom the con­ 
vention. 
Antiwar protesters are hard 
at work organizing a national 
coalition of more than 200 
peace groups to spearhead 
the 
convention 
demonstra­ 
tions. 
Coalition leaders, it was 
learned, 
are studying four 
possible approaches for Au­ 
gust ’68. One would be aimed 
at all-out disruption of the 
convention but it has few ad­ 
herents. 
Electoral Alternative 
Another plan is an electoral 
alternative which would call 
for the coalition to set up a 
counterconvention to create a 
peace ticket. 
Some p l a n n e r s believe 
peace groups should stay out 
of Chicago in August. They 
charge President Johnson and 
the Democratic party would 
"welcome a bloodbath" in 
Chicago. 
Their reasoning is that law 
and order will be the major 
domestic issue in the presi­ 
dential campaign and that if 
Democratic Mayor Richard J. 
Daley uses force to put down 
protesters at a Democratic 
convention, this will prove 
that the Democrats will not 
stand for crime and disorder 
in the streets. 
The 
approach which, in­ 
siders say, has the best pos­ 
sibility of acceptance would 
feature ‘‘disciplined, co-ordi­ 
nated demonstrations." 
Dencentralized 
demonstra­ 
tions would be held across the 
city during the convention un­ 
der this plan. On the first day 
of the convention, protests 
would focus on the crisis of 
the cities and dozens of dem­ 


onstrations would be held at 
welfare offices, schools, urban 
renewal offices and similar lo­ 
cations. 
The convention’s second day 
would be marked by scattered 
protests against the war. They 
would be held at induction 
centers, draft boards, and at 
the federal building. 
Massive 'Funeral* March 
Some 50,000 persons would 
participate in these actions 
but, on the day the candidate 
is nominated, a massive "fun­ 
eral" march on the amphi­ 
theater would be held. Some 
half-million p e r s o n s would 
join the procession to be cli­ 
maxed by the "burial of the 
Democratic party.” 
“We will be trying to con­ 
duct peaceful protests at all 
times,” a top planner told this 
reporter. "But, of course, we 
will not have complete con­ 
trol over the throngs." 
He admitted the possibility 
of violence if counterdemon­ 
strators “start 
something.” 
But this is not his biggest 
worry. 
"What really concerns us is 
that there may be paid pro- 
v o c a t e u r s infiltrating our 
group, hired to start trouble,” 
he said. 
If this happens, it will be 
nothing new. During concerted 
civil rights marches in Chica­ 
go two summers ago. march 
leaders had to pull a loud­ 
mouthed agitator out of line. 
He turned out to be a police­ 
man.

CHICAGO — The changing 
living habits of Americans 
and rising living costs have 
put the government to work 
on new family budgets. 
Thomas J. McArdle, region­ 
al director of the U. S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, said today 
that the government is pre­ 
paring estimates of the cost 
of three new budgets: 
Above the moderate stan­ 
dard for a family of four: be­ 
low the standard for the four; 
and for a retired couple. 
The 
government 
recently 
said that $9,191 a year was 
needed for a family of four 
for a moderate living stan­ 
dard in Urban areas: $9,376 


in Metropolitan areas, and 
$8,366 in smaller cities. 
The standard family for 
those budgets were a hus­ 
band, age 38, who was an ex­ 
perienced 
worker 
with 
15 
years of marriage; a wife 
who has no outside job; a son, 
13, and a daughter, 8. 
In 1963, a poverty line of 
$3,000 a year income was 
figured out, but the govern­ 
ment denied it had anything 
to do with it. 
The 
AFL-CIO 
long 
has 
scoffed at the $3,000 figure 
and forecasts that $4,000 to 
$5,000 will be the new poverty 
level. 
At the new minimum wage 
of $1.60 an hour, a workers 
income at 40 hours a week 
would be $3,328 a year. 


Rudolph Oswald, an econo­ 
mist in the AFL-CIO's re­ 
search department, charged 
that the city worker’s family 
budge4 of $9,376 omits some 
" c o m m o n and necessary 
costs." 
He noted that the average 
factory worker earns about 
$114 a week, or about $5,900 
a year. 
He also noted that only 
about half of American fam- 
ilies—in which head of the 
family works full time in his 
prime working life, between 
35 and 44—have an income of 
$9,000 or more a year. 
Oswald said that the govern­ 
ment’s budget provides for the 
husband’s purchase of a year- 
round suit once every four 
years. It also provides for the 


purchase of a two-year-old 
used car every four years, he 
added. 
Oswald complained that the 
budget contained nothing for 
carrying charges, when more 
workers are buying more on 
instalments. He also said that 
the budget allows nothing for 
savings and for the college 
education of the children. 
The government’s budget 
listed 22.6 per cent for food; 
26.8 per cent for housing costs 
and furniture, television and 
radio sets, and appliances; 
lOVi per cent for clothes and 
personal care; 5 1/10 per cent 
for medical-dental care; 2.9 
per cent for Social Security 
and ll per cent for other 
taxes, among the major ex­ 
penses.

Greenberg, who is represent­ 
ing the raceway's interests— 
also finds himself in a po sitio n 
o f having to help the ho rsemen, 
drivers and o wners — to keep 
Mo nticello o pen. 
Greenberg’s race track is the 
o nly upstate plant no t to have 
an enclo sed grandstand o r club­ 
ho use. Fo r so me years, the man­ 
agement 
at 
Mo nticello 
has 
wanted to enclo se the upper 
po rtio n o f the track, hut was 
unable to co me up with the 
necessary funds. 
The track so ught help fro m 
the state, but go t 
no thing. 
Finally, the New Yo rk State 
Legislature passed into law a 
bill, with an effective date last 
Mo nday, that wo uld allo w Mo n­ 
ticello . and o ther tracks, mo ney 
fo r capital impro vements. 
Enclo se Regardless 
So me mo nths ago , lo ng be­ 
fo re this bill was pro po sed, the 
Bo ard o f Directo rs at Mo nti­ 
cello decided that they had to 
enclo se the track, and were 
willing to go into debt to do it 
—with o r witho ut the state’s 
help. 
No w co mes the bill that wo uld 
« ave Mo nticello fro m go ing into 


debt—but the end result wo uld 
clo se the track—enclo sed grand­ 
stand and clubho use o r no t. 
The bill, as passed by the 
legislature and signed into law 
by Go verno r Ro ckefeller reads: 
that the amo unt o f mo ney de­ 
ducted fro m each $ 1 wagered 
shall increase fro m 15 per cent 
to 16 per cent. 
The additio nal per cent shall 
be divided. The state shall re­ 
ceive o ne-half the added reve­ 
nue and the tracks shall retain 
the rest. Tho ro ughbred tracks 
must use this additio nal half 
per cent fo r increased purses. 
Harness racing tracks can do 
what they please. 
9 fo r Impro v ements 
Certainly Mo nticello wo uld 
lo ve to use the additio nal funds 
to build the enclo sures, but if 
the mo ney do es no t go fo r in­ 
creased purses—as the case o f 
the tho ro ughbred ho rsemen— 
then 
drivers 
and 
ho rsemen 
wo uld bo yco tt Mo nticello and 
all o ther tracks that co uld no t 
make racing pro fitable o r at­ 
tractive. 
The Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f 
Harness Drivers, a relatively 
unkno wn gro up until no w, has 
co me to the fo re and said that 
unless the bill is amended o r 
changed . . . to where the har­ 
ness drivers get the same in­ 
creased purse guarantees as 
tho ro ughbred peo ple, then they 
wo uld bo yco tt New Yo rk State 
tracks. 


LEON GREENBERG 


The Dual Po sitio n 
So Greenberg finds himself 
in the po sitio n o f wanting to 
use the mo ney to add to the 
track—and at the same time— 
trying to satisfy ho rsemen’s 
demands (o f which he is in full 
agreement) in o rder to keep the 
track in o peratio n. 
Greenberg believes that un­ 
less the situatio n is remedied. 
Mo nticello and the fo ur o ther 
upstate tracks will be bo y- 


drivers. "We are go ing to have 
a strike,” he declared. 
"I do n't want to cut my o wn 
thro at o r the track’s thro at o n 
this,” he added ."but my advice 
to these peo ple, in o rder fo r 
them to get what they need to 
survive, is to strike,” he said. 
”1 was at Sunday’s meeting 
with the 500 o r so assembled 
ho rsemen, dr i ve r s , breeders, 
etc., and I have never seen a 
gro up o f peo ple so irate. The 
state’s ‘blindness* in this matter 
has created a climate o f dis­ 
trust, dislike, and in general, 
disagreement and to tal dissatis­ 
factio n. These peo ple, and they 
feel rightfully so , have been dis­ 
criminated against,” he declared 
o nce again. 
All Against State 
The NAHD, its co unsel, famed 
atto rney F. Lee Bailey, the 
breeding 
industry, 
Mo nticello 
'and 
the o ther upstate race 
tracks and ho rsemen racing in 
New Yo rk, are siding against 
the state. 
No gro up o r individual wants 
a strike. They all want an am­ 
icable so lutio n witho ut having 
to go o n a strike fo r satisfac­ 
tio n. Bailey and the NAHD is 
seeking legal actio n that will 
bring abo ut an amendment to 
the bill. At the same time, 
Greenberg feels that o nce Go v­ 
erno r Ro ckefeller is aprised o f 
the situatio n, a so lutio n will be 
fo rthco ming. 
Greenberg, ho ping to avert a 


fro m a few sho rtsighted legis 
lato rs who wo uld rather balance 
the budget than take into co n 
sideratio n the needs o f its citi 
zens. Ho wever, I feel that the 
o nly ho pe is if Go verno r Ro cke­ 
feller co uld find the time to 
study the situatio n—lo o king at 
the bill in fairness to all—then 
there wo uld be an immediate 
and quick remedy. Unfo rtunate­ 
ly, there are so many demands 
o n his time, that he can’t get 
to it immediately. I have co n 
fidence in him and his ability 
to see the inequity in this bill 
and that when the facts are 
presented an end will co me to 
this situatio n. Equity and fair­ 
ness will prevail.” 
Greenberg 
m a de a majo r 
po int with this statement: "In 
o ther states, the tracks and 
state wo rk hand in hand, with 
the tracks suppo rting the state 
with revenue, and the states 
suppo rting the tracks and in­ 
dustry with an adequate return 
o n investment in the way o f 
impro vements, 
better 
purses 
and better racing. 
"In New Yo rk, it seems the 
reverse — o r just o ne way — 
where the tracks suppo rt the 
state thro ugh revenue, but the 
states do es no thing in return. 
The administratio n is using the 
industry primarily as a means 
o f revenue fo r the state—at the

Now comes the bill that would 
save Monticello from going into

DETROIT (AP) - Joe Louis, 
former world heavyweight box­ 
ing 
champion, 
said 
Tuesday 
that the elimination tournament 
to determine a successor to de­ 
throned champion Cassius Clay 
“is ridiculous.” 
The 53-year old Brown Bomb 
er, who rose from the slums of 
Detroit to win the heavyweight 
title, held his first news confer­ 
ence since undergoing surgery 
last Thursday. His gall bladder, 
containing five gall stones, and 
his appendix were removed. 
Looking a bit weary but fit. 
Louis spoke from a wheelchair 
at the new $3 million Kirwood 
Hospital on Detroit's northwest 
side. 
“As far as I’m concerned, 
Clay is still champion, at least 
until he goes to jail or retires,” 
he said. “I think he made an 
awful mistake by not going into 
the Army. He threw away a 
brilliant career.” 


Clay was dethroned when a 
jury found him guilty of a draft 
dodging 
charge. 
Louis 
spent 
four years In the Army during 
World War II. 
Using his old 
boxing instinct, which enabled 
him to win 26 title fights, Louis 
ducked the question on whether 
lhe could have beaten Clay with 
both men in their prime, 
j “It would of been a good 
match,” he said. “I don’t know 
who would have won. I think 
Clay is good enough to fight 
anybody.” 
I Turning to a proposed Negro 
boycott of the Olympics. Louis 
said it would be “a serious mis­ 
take if they decided not to rep­ 
resent America at the Olympic 
Games.”

The discussion concerned re­ 
cently discovered "pulsars" — 
four celestial objects of some 
kind that have been detected by 
pulsating radio waves they are 
emitting.

Since then, American 
scientists have also detected 
them. 
Declaring the discovery has 
astounded astronomers through­ 
out the world, Kellermann said 
most radio astronomers in the 
United States and abroad—in­ 
cluding himself—believe the sig­ 
nals are probably coming from 
"neutron states."
